2. (a) Candidates will be placed in order of merit on 
the results of the examination. Out of the available 
permanent vacancies which Government may decide to 
fill on permanent basis, not more than 25 per cent, will 
be filled on the results of this examination. Posts re- 
served for Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe candi- 
dates will be offered in order of their merit to Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribe candidates who qualify in the 
examination. All such appointments will be made on 
probation for one year. 

(b) After appointments to permanent vacancies have 
been made candidates next in order of merit will be 
appointed in temporary vacancies. Subject to the con- 
dition that the services of a temporary employee may be 
terminated at any time on one month’s notice, the 
appointments will be made on trial for a year in the first 
instance.

10. Candidates must furnish to the Union Public Ser- 
vice Commission such evidence as may be required to 
show that they are of good character and prima facie 
suitable for admission to the examination. Success in 
the examination will not render the candidate eligible 
for an appointment unless Government and/or the 
Union Public Service Commission are satisfied after such 
further enquiry as may be considered necessary that the 
candidate is suitable in all respects for Ministerial Ser- 
vice. 

11. (a) The subjects of examination, the time allowed 
for and the maximum marks allotted to each will be as 
under : — 

SUBJECT MARKS TIME 

(i) English 

Grammar (Including punctuation 
and spelling) preeia writing, 

simple drafting etc, 100 2J bra. 

(ii) Shorthand 200 

Candidates will be given two dictation tests, one 
at 120 w.p.m. for seven minutes and another at 100 
w.p.m. for ten minutes. 

(b) The paper on English will be designed to test the 
candidate’s knowledge of grammar and composition and 
generally his ability to write and understand correct and 
idiomatic English and will include precis-writing, simple 
drafting etc. 

12. Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualifying 
standard in the dictation at 120 words , per minute will 
rank above the candidates who obtain the same standard

in the dictation at 100 w.p.m,, persons in each group being 
arranged inter-se in order of their merit as disclosed by 
the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate. 

13. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying 
marks in any or all the subjects of the examination. 

14. On the results of the tests, the Commission will 
compile, in order of merit, a list of candidates for the 
purpose of determining priority of appointments, 

15. From the marks assigned to the candidates in each 
subject, such deduction will be made as the Commission 
may consider necessary in order to secure that no credit 
is allowed for merely superficial knowledge. 

16. Deductions upto 5 per cent, of the maximum marks 
for the written subject will be made for illegible hand- 
writing. 

17. Candidates accepted for admission to the examina- 
tion will be informed of the date, time and place of the 
examination in due course. 

18. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall bo final. 

19. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements which 
are incorrect or false or suppressing material informa- 
tion or of using or attempting to use unfair means in 
the examination hall or otherwise resorting to any other 
irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to a criminal prosecution, be debarred cither perma- 
nently or for a specified period from — 

(a) admission to any examination or appearance at 
any interview held by the Commission for selec- 
tion of candidates ; and 

(b) employment under the Government.
